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TRYING TO MAKE HORSEMEN. 


Bennett Burleigh, the war corres- 
vondent, writing to the London Daily 
Telegraph, says; Every trooper in 
the British army remembers the rid- 
ing master and our kard riding 
school, and the Imperial Yeomanry 
and mounted infaniry know them, to 
their cos: and !oss. The five shillings 
a day of pay, given to colonial mount- 
ed troops, attracts many curious crea- 
tures, careless, because ignorant of 


what is required of those who seek 
preferment upon a horse’s back, un- 
knowing sublime equitaticn. It is 


betier than a first class circus for the 
onlvokers, to see the new sections 
foeing drilled. Regular as the clock 
the camp, or as much of it as is al- 
lawed to turns out to roll and ‘rock 
till their sides and heads ache at the 
fun of the thing. Fun to them, but 
soreness thit is the bitterness of des- 
pair and deep-seated loss ie the re- 
cruits. A bard, stern riding master 
or regimental surgecn-major is worse 
than a fiery dragon, and more ter- 
ribie than death, to the terror- 
stricken beginner. I have been out to 
see the recruiis drilled for a certain 
well known colonial troop. It ceases 
ta be a marvel that, after such dis- 
cipline and experiences, cavalry and 
mounted troops shouid be hardy, brave 
and with a smilieg contem:t fer pain 
and wounds. Here is a faithful re- 
script of what T saw and truly heard 
upon the veldi riding schoo! this week, 
where a score of unpromising ma- 
terial for troops were being trained. 
And the inspector was not peculiarly 


hasty, wordy, or ill-tempered, as “rid- 
ing masters milliary’” go in these 
parts. He wore his row of ribbons 


with soldierly dignity, and slowly and 
carefully told the reeruits a good deal 
they never knew about a horse, how 
ta saddle it, and how to mount. And 
he ehafed them not by  bare-backed 
exercise. He showed them how top jump 
into the saddle with and without the 
help of a stirrup. : 

The score were mounted and the 
stirrup irons were placed out of the 
way, crosswise over the saddJe. How 
irresponsible their feet dangled, as 
those of loose jointed dollies. “Walk, 
march,” then “Tr-r-r-ot !’ roared the 
Sergean , and whilst several groped 
and grabbed at their saddles, behind 
and before, like Gaspard the miser at 
his go'd pieces, twe came incontin- 
ently to mother earth. “Who toid you 
to get off?” shouted the sergeant, and 
the victims turned meek, swimming 
eyes upon hiin, feeling the satire as 
added insult to injury. He then let 
the section dismount and rest awhile. 
Then he said; “Mount without — stir- 
rups.” The struggles of the recruits 
were various and ludicreus to get 
aboard, Cnly the more limber-jointed 
got their elbows over and, uplon the 
horses’ backs. “I have been wounded 
about fifteea thousand times, yet {I 
can get up quicker than! any of you,” 
cried the sergeant. ‘To a man who 
could not spring six inches from: the 
ground he wailed, “Oh, if i had a 
rifle you'd jump high enough.” “You 
ought to join a corps. that wears 
carrots for spurs, and three meni to a 
donkey.” A ‘late-comer, who hurried 
to put on his spurs, possibly his first 
attempt, was addressed with, “They 
are put on wrong, of course. Why 
don’t you put them around your head ? 
No wonder this war still goes on. Gy 
home to your mother.” They were 
trotting again. “What do you clutch 
hold of the saddle for ?.Fall off, if you 
like, but don’t do that here.” “Here, 
you! don’t catch your horse’s mane 
and pull his head back; you’il pull his 
head off his shoulders.” 

“Whea you ride in single file I want 
your horse’s head to be tour feet from 
the crupper of the horse in front, 
and by crupper I don’t; mean the next 
horse’s head nor the end of his tail, 
but his hind part. Right about is not 
left about. Site-e-dy! Don’t laugh, 
man, or giggle; you'll give the hirse 
the pips, or frighten him' into a fit 
of the staggers. Ah! don’t look’ at 
the ground, the paymasteris not here. 
The last time he was he lost his money, 
but that’s been found. You'll find 
none on this course, my man. I don’t 
Suppose you ever rode in a‘ecab, but 
you may have in a riksha, from the 
way you loll in the saddle. Sit up! 
Now you are jaunty, but anybody 
could ride a horse going at a walk: 
yet it will take you just ten years 
to learn that much. And to think 
this corps and others have advertised 
in the newspapers for recruits, ‘only 
good shots and good riders taken on 
tthe strength of the regiment, pay 5s 
a day.’ And you lot have had the 
face to take the jolion. If my seat 
had been half as hard as your cheek 
I'd never feel tired or sore on service. 
Now then, young fellow, never mind 
your horse coughing; a cough shouldn’t 
pull you off like that. Really some 
af yon are too fine. You ought to be 
put in glass cases. And I’ve heard 
some of you bold fellows say that the 
British cavalry was no good. Gcad- 
mess, goodness, gracious! There’s a 
heap of difference between their 1s a 
day and your 5s a day. Why. of 
course, you ought to ‘be just five 
times as good. 

“Now you are going to let the reins 
lie lovse on the horses’ neck and net 
touch them. [I warn you that if you 
make a mistake bere yeu are liable 
to drop dead. Don’t look at ime, and 
don’t answer or argue. You are in the 
army now, and the only persons allow- 
ed to think in the army are generals— 
nothing less. But keep your ears | 
open. And you call that riding? Oh! 
ph! Here’s more arms and mbore 
horses for the Boers. T-r-r-r-rot our! 


You're all aslee;z. My! my poor 
horses, how those fellows bump and 
rail about upon them. You'd all be 


arresied for cruelty to animals if 
there was a member of the society 
within a thousand miles of you. Now, 
brace up! be soldiers and earn your 
five shillings a day. Why don’t you 
hold onto the saddle with both hands; 
one is rot erough fer you. R-R-R, let 

! I want you to guide the hicrse, 
and not the horse to guide you about. 
fou won't get your discharge, wind, 
even if you can’t ride, We first reduce 


: ! of his flanks, then 


our . That’s the new ordér from 
Prados Money, or the want of it, 
has been ‘the ruin of you boys. - == 
that’s it; dig your spurs we 

i a good hold onthe flesh 
tio aks i you can't tumble 
off. Turn your toes in. You are the 
warmest lot ever paraded. You may 
be missed, but none of you will ever 
be wanted. That will do; dismiss, and 
write home and tell them you are 
dashing troopers, careering upon fiery, 
untamed steeds.” 

So, in this old-fashioned style of 
chaft, roar, and banter, the sergeant 
seeks to make horsemen 19. a _three- 
weeks’ course. The system. has its 2d- 
vantages as well as drawbacks, for it 
warns the soldier-novice that his first 
duty is to endure great physical and 
mental strain without murmur, and 
yet keep his ears open: ano his brain 
working. A spell of such rigorous 
training makes even the indifferent 
callous to fatigue or death, surely! 


ATHABASCA TREATY PAYMENTS. 


H. A. Contoy and party returned 
from Lesser Slave lake and Athabasca 
Landing on Wednesday, after paying 
treity money to the indians at Wabis- 
caw, Whitefish lake, Lesser Slave and 
Sturgeon lakes. The distance travel- 
led was about 760 miles, and was made 
between Dec. 10th, whea the party left 
Edmonton and Jan. 22nd, when they 
returned. [ihe dugiplies required fat, 
the payments were delivered promptly 
and in good condition, at the same 
time as the payments, by‘ winter 
freight. The weather was mild during 
the greater part of the trip. There 
wapsi a storm, however, about the mid- 
dle of December when the party were 
in a hilly region near Wabiscaw, and 
the snow was about two and a half 
feet deez) there. There wavs gpod 
sleighing in all the region north of 
Athabasca Landing. 

The condition of the Indianstwas all 
that could be desired. Fur was plenti- 
ful, fish numeroash, plenty of rabbits 
and no sickness. Deer and large game 
generally was scarce. Although the 
winter was mild great flocks of ptar- 
migan, or Arctic partridge, had come 
pouth to Lesser Slave lake; Some- 
thing very unusual. In some winters 
a few of these birds have come south 
as far as Edmonton, but they are very 
rare. Their presence generally imndi- 
cates a hard winter, but not in this 
case. There is some cultivation at ‘all 
the points visited, and everywhere it 
was very successful. At Lesser Slave 
Ipke there is considerajble crop. At 
Wabiscaw the church of England mis- 
sion people cultivate a garden, and 
siryall field. (@hey had oats, barley 
and potatoes, all of excellent quality. 

| This in latitude 56, 175 miles further 
north than Edmonton. There is noth- 
ing the matter with the climate of 
thht locality, but the surrounjding 
country is largely muskeg with clay 
ridges carrying a growth of poplar |be- 
tween. At Whitefish lake and Stur- 
geon lake there is very little cultiva- 
tiou but whatever was attempted suc- 
ceeded. There is no mission at Stur- 
; geon Inke, but one was likely to be es- 
tablished. The Lesser Slave lake In- 
dians are establishing themselves on 
the two reserves surveyed for them 
last summer, and have built a number 
o: good houses on each.

The 
reserves at other points have not yet 
been surveyed. The reserves at Lesser 
Slave lake are very fine locations. 

As an evidence of the special mild- 
ness of the winter Mr. Conroy brought 
with him a willow bud ready to burst, 
which he picked at Whitedish lake in 
the end of Decemier. He also saw 
some in Janyary. 

The party consisted. of H. A. Conroy, 
Dr. Hislop, and H. B. Round. Octave 
Bellerose supplied the transport and 
Alex. Kennedy assisted with the trans- 
fport. The short time taken on the 
trip is very creditable to the transport 
arrangements.

PUREBRED CATILE SALE. 


The second aunual spring show and 
auction sale of purebred cattle under 
the auspices of the Territorial Pure- 
bred Cattle Breeders’ Asscciation wili 
be held in Calgary on May 15th. The 
first spring stallion show under the 
auspices of the Territovial (Hise 

' Breeders’ Association takes place in 
Calgary on the preceding day. 

In the prospectus of the sale appears 
the following summing up of the mar- 
ket conditions of the Territories, the 
difficulties of which it is tha object of 
the Cattle Breeders’ Association to 
remove. ; 

It has been estimated, that to pro- 
vide for the breeding of the natural 
increase of the cattle stock now in the 
Territories, no Jess than 2,000 to 2,500 
bulls per annum are required. It iis 
safe to say, that scarcely five per cent: 
of that number are to-day produced in 
the country. There is, therefore, no 
practical danger of ever glutting the 
home market with purebred bulls. But, 
strange as it may appear, in spite of 
our excellent market conditions, the 
most favomnifle presented aniy~pwhere 
on this continent, our breeders have 
not always been able readily to dis- 
pose of their bulls at remunerative 
prices, ‘This apparentiy paradoxical 
state of affairs is due to a variety of 
influences. The tendency cn the part 
of Territorial cattle men in the past 
has |been vather to under rate the qual- 
ity and werits of purebred animals 
raised at home, particularly if ithe 
breeder happened to be a near neigh- 
bor. They have always been willing to 
pay a higher price for an inferior in- 
dividual, if it could bel shown he was 
bred in Ontario, Manitoba or any! oth- 
er distant locality, . No particular 
cause can be assigned for this some- 
what unreasonable discrimination, be- 
yond the fact that “familiarity breeds 
contempt” aod that “far-away birds 
have bright plumage.” This prejudice 
exists in ail places and, more or less, 
in every line of stock’ raising and the 
breeder is, therefore, face to face with 
the necessity of seeking markets away 
from his immediate neighborhood. In 
a sparsely settled country with limit- 
ed transportation facilities, this is ia 
particularly difficult problem, even if 
it did not inveive extensive advertising 
which the breeders of limited mean: 
and with a limited number of avnimala 
for sale annually, coutd not possibly 
afford. ‘ :

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SOMETHING ABOUT FLAXSEED. 

Commercial; 

A yield of 15 bushels of flax to the 
acre wil! produce 315 pounds of oil. 
In a single bushel of well-cieaned 
flaxseed there is on an average about 
21 pounds of oil, the chemical tesis 
showing about 35 per cect of oil. The 
ground flaxseed cakes which is so 
much in favor with foreign buyers, 
contains in the neighborhood of 8 per 
cent of oil after the major ‘portiolal of 
the oil has been extracted. A single 
bushel of flax will produce about 40 
pounds of oil meal or cake. 

This cake is a very concentrated 
protein food, being valuable because 
ittis a strengih-producing food. Near- 
ly one-third of the weight of the cil 
cake, which is in such a sharp foreign 
demand, is composed of protein, the 
most precious strength producing ma- 
terial in the animal or vegeiable 
world. Practically all the protein of 
the seed is revovered in the cake; and 


investigators. show that the cake is 
really richer then the seed, because 
the 40 pounds of cake contain all the 
protein contained in the 60 pounds of 
seed making up the original bushel. 
This product is valuable for feeding 
to dairy stock, to beef cattle andj to 
sheep, and its effect ugon the quality 
of wepl of sheep and its improvement 
of the coat of a horse are ‘poinis of 
value, according to the Northwestern 
Miller. 

Investigations in scientific agricul- 
ture have shown that the amount of 
fertility removed from the soil by the 
raising of flax is less, far less, than 
has popularly been supposed. These 
investigations have shown that an 
average yield of 15 bushels of fJax jper 
acre will remove less fertility from 
the soil than 150 bushels of potatoes, 
45 bushels of corr or 30 bushels of 
wheat. The old flax straw left upon 
the ground is the source, of much :inis- 
chief, for, until this has well decom- 
posed, a new crop cannot ‘be satisfac- 
terily raised; it is essential, in 
order to produce the best results, to 
totate the flax crop with other crops. 
Flax is called one of the dainty feed- 
ing crops. It does not require much 
food in quantity, but what it does 
have must be of the very best quality 
and in the most available form, quite 
in contrast with some of the gross 
feeding crops which are capable of 
taking their food in cruder forms. 

Some six years ago the subject of 
breeding flax for both a better fiber 
and a better yield was taken up at 
the Minnesota state experiment sta- 
tion, and the results has shown that 
it is as possiole to breed and develope 
new and stronger types of flax as it 
js to breed those of wheat. The in- 
dications are that when these experi- 
ments have veen carried on a few 
years longer—developement of this 
character is necessarily slow—the 
yield will be materially increased 
while the length of the fiber will.be 
pdvanced to a degree rendering the 
utilization of the fiber an important 
feature of the industry.

MANITOR4’S NEW SCHOOL QUESTION. 


A meeting of those interested in the 
estaplishment of schools ansong the 
Galicians was held in the ‘city hall, 
Winwipeg, on Thursday evening . of 
last week. Representatives were pres- 
ent from all the denominations in the 
city. After discussion of the problem 
by members of the different denomina- 
tions, a Galician, Berjuk Carsky, gave 
Lis views on the mater. He said ‘the 
Galicians wanted the English language 
as they wanted water when they were 
thirsty and wanited to retain their 
Roman Catholic religion. 

At a meeting of Galicians on the pre- 
vious evening the following resolution 
was adopted; ‘ 

ist. That we want schools for the 
education of our children and we 
point to the Holy Ghost school as a 
proof of our sincerity in the matter. 

2nd. That the Lnglish language 
pkeuld be taught in these schools. 

8rd. That religious teaching 6e 
given and our language also taught 
in such schools in order thav our 
children know how to read ithe Holy 
Bible, learn the catechism, and write 
to their parents and friends both here 
and in the old councry;, in a word we 
desire the full benefit of the law con- 
cerning religious and bilingual teach- 
ing and that teachers be appointed to 
schools established for us. 

4th. That the governmenti be ap- 
plied to to help our Winnipeg school 
of the Holy Ghost and to all the 
gachools that wil e established in the 
colories. 
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CANADA’S BACON TRADE. 


The department of agriculture, Ot- 
tawa, bas issued a circufar dealing 
with the ‘bacon trade in England, from 
which the following paragraphs are 
taken;. 

A great many undesirable hogs are 
being marketed by the farmers 
throughout the province of Ontario. 
These are being converted into export 
bacon, and ferwarded to Great Britain, 
and because of their quality are sold 
there at a loss. This loss must ulti- 
mately be borne by the farmers, al- 
though ihe packers at the present 
moment are being severely punished. 


Pigs termed “‘selecis” are those that |! 
&. 


can be made into the best clas of 
Wiltshire bacon, and are ihe sort thai 
have made Canadian bacon famous on 
the English market. In order to 
keep up the price of hogs, the packers 
must receive the sort of bogs that 
will make the finest Wiltshire sides. 
To make this the packers must have 
smooth, deep, well-fed pigs, wéih a 
large amount of lean meat in the €ar- 
casses, in proportica to the amount 
of fat. They must be well finished, 
and weigh on reaching the packing 
house from one hundred and eighty 
to two hundred pounds. On. the pigs 
termed “lights” the packers lest at 
least one dollar per head. The “light 
fats” can be cut up and put into the 
reiail trade, but too lange a number 
of these light pigs, would at any /time, 
glut the local mfrket. The “hdivy 
fats” can be worked up, when nov toa 
numerous, but will sell for at least 
one half dollar per hundred, _ live 
weight, less than “selects/’ “Sows” 
pnd “stags” are very poor proper-y 
and can only be used in supplyings a 
very inferior trade. In order ‘to be of 
any value to the packers, “sows” and 
‘s'tags” should be made as fat as pos- 
sible. “Cripples” are of little or no 
value, ‘o the packers, and are always 
fed at a loss to the farmers. “Stores” 
should never reach the pork packers, 
vet thousands of them are sent every 
week to the market by the farmer. 
If the farmers continue to market 
&uch a large number of uniesirable 
pigs, it will seriously injure the Cana- 
dian ‘bacon trade in Great Britmin, 
pod will bring about greatly reduced 
prices for hogs ‘hroughout Canada, 


JOHN’S GOOD TURN TO UNCLE SAM. 

The subject of the proposed Euro- 
pean intervention in the Spa nish- 
American war was brought up by 
Henry Norman (liberal) in the house 
of commons recently, and the ensuing 
discussion revealed some interesting 
facts regardiag Britain's attitude to- 


ward the Spanish-American war. The 
eubject was brought up in the form pf 
a question asking whether any com 
munication proposing or concerning a 
joint note or coliective action by the 
European staies, in view of the out- 
break, or expected outbreak, of the 
late war between the United States 
and Spain, was received from the 
Austrian or other governments, and if 
£G, what was the nature ef the reply 
of Her Majesty's government. Mr. 
Norman, further invited Lord Cran- 
borne, under secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, to lay the papers the case 
on the table. ES 

Lord Cranborne in reply said that 
no such communication had been 
mad2 to the government after the 
outbreak of the war, but that im- 
mediately ‘efore the war communica- 
tions were received from other 
powers suggesting the presentation of 
a joint note to the president of the 
United Scates. Her Mh jesty’s gov- 
ernment agreed to join with the other 
powers in a note expressing the hops 
that further negotiations might lead 
to a peaceful settlement, accompanied 
by guarantee acceptable te the United 
States for the preservation of order in 
Cuba. The government firs: took 
steps to ascertain whether the presen- 


tation of the note, as well as its 
tenor, would be acceptable to the 
president. 

Her Majesty’s governmeni, Lord 


Cranborne continued declined to as- 
sociate itself with other, subsequent 
proposals, which seemed open to the 
ebjection of putiting pressure on the 
government of the United States, and 
offering -an opinion on its action, 

The under secretary concluded with 
saying he was aunable to lay the 
papers in the case on the table.* 

This staitemenit was received with 
a ‘burst of ringing cheers such as 
seldom greet the mere answer of a 
parliamentary question. 

Inquiries made by the Associated 
Press concerning the “subsequert 
proposals,” mentioned hy Lord Cran- 
borne elicited important information 
from the foreign office. There, it 
was stated that Great Britain had 
been twice formaily approached on 
this matter, but only once after the 
commencement of hostilities between 
Spain and the United States. 

The occasion upon which Great 
Britain deliberately put down her 
foot was, according tio the foreign 
office. when the Austrian ambassador 
at London interviewed Lord Salisbury 
and asked him if Great Britain would 
be willing to joim in a collective note 
from the European powers urging the 
United States to desist from war with 
Spain. Lord Saisbury, so the re- 
presentative of the Associated Press 
was informed regarded this proposi- 
tion as unwarrantable interference in 
the affairs of a friendly country and 
frankly said so. The foreign office 
heard nothing more on this subject, 
the maiter of a collective note being 
apparently dropped. Regarding the 
much disputed peint as to what 
powers were previously prepared to 
sign this note, had Great Britain ac- 
quiesced thereto, a foreign office 
official makes the following statement; 

We have no documentary evidence 
to prove that any other power other 
than the one which formally ap- 
proached us was concerned in this 
effort to send a collective nicte ‘tq the 
United States. We had at the time, 
however, every reason to believe that 
France, Germany and Russia were 
only awaiting our assent formally to 
announce their own. We have never 
had reason to change that belief 
which in the case of France, amounts 
to moral ceriainty.

FIGHT IN ERMELO DISTRICT. 


The following further details have 
been received by the war cffice re- 
garding the recent attack on troops 
searching farms io the Ermelo_  dis- 
trict; { 

The 14th Mounted Infantry, on com- 
ing up to a farm which was‘known to 
have been occupied by the Boers, 
found thet the enemy had left. The 
men galloped an to Kaffir Spruit,where 
six Boers were seen to leave a house 
on the far side. The Mounted Infan- 
try chased them for six miles, until 
high ground was reached, overlooking 
the Vaal river, when the Boers were 
lost in the distance. This appears to 
have been a ruse to draw our men on. 

A hait was called on the hill and 
vedeties were posted. Shortly after 
men were seen advancing in sections, 
As they were dressed in khaki, they 
were taken for our own troops until 
they were actually on the hill, and -be- 
gan firing on our men at ten yards’ 
distance. The latter were soon sur- 
rounded by 500 Boers, under Com- 
mandant Briiz. There were only sixty 
Mounted Infaniry on this hill, and they 
wete rushed before they had had times 
to fire more than a few shots. They 
were soon overpowered, being shot 
down at the first onset. Captain Cook, 
although wounded, managed to retire 
the few men remaining—eijghi in all— 
tc another ridge a shor! distance off, 
held by Captain Brindley, who had 
with him feriy men. These pluckily 
held aut for fifty minutes. The Boers 
rushed the hill three times, but were 
each time driven back, until at last 
more came up and swanped the little 
party. ; 
Major Bridgford, the officer in charze 
of the force, escaped, one lot of Boer-, 
but unforiunately rode into another 
party, and was captured. Our casu- 
alties were five officers wounded (three 
of whom have since died), five men 
killeé, and thirty men wounded. There 
were also a number of men captured, 


but these, after being relieved of most | 
of their clothes and possessio 7s, were | 


allowed to depart. Five Boers zre 
known to have heen killed, including 
a field cornet. Many were wounded, 
as the fighting at times was at close 
quarters, and our men used their bay- 
onets. 

Seventy Mounted Infantry, belonging 
to another company, who were some 
distance off when the first hill was 
rushed hy the Boers, were closely pur- 
sued, but managed to get safely back 
to the column. 

The Boers were not only dressed in 
khaki, but they were wearing our 
badges and butitons, 

General Spens hastened to the scene 
as rapidly as possible with all avail- 
able men, and the Boers then with- 
drew. Our dead were buried and the 
wounded were brought safely in.

LYNCH A HORSE THIEF. 


Colonel Arthur Lynch, the recent 
elected member of the House of Com- 
mons for Galway City, who is said to 
have fought on the side of the Boers 
in South Africa, in am interview with 
a representative of the Associated 
Press denied that he had tried to go to 
England for the opening of parliaw 
ment. Col. Lynch said he had not left 
Paris for the good reason that he 
appreciated the fact that he would not 
be allowed to reach his goal, the Hiouse 
of Commons. He had some time agd 
contemplated going to the opening of 
parliament, but, said he, jokingly, “I 
did not think then that a nation that 
considers itself one of sportsmen would 
be so unsportsmanlike as to seek to 
reach me ‘in cold ‘blood when it might 
have had me in -werm blocd in the 
Transvaal.” 


Colonei Lynch added that his future 
movements would be governed by the 
counsels of the Irish party, in which 
he has every confidence, and by the 
wishes of his constituents. He declared 
the stories published in the English pa- 
pers of his recent visit to Dr. Leyds, 
at Brussels, with whom. he was alleged 
to have “usiness connections, were pure 
inventions. He had only passed through 
Brussels a year ago, andhefhas no 
business relations with Dr. Leyds of: 
any kind, though they were on friend- 
ly terms. 


Lynch, after two fruitless attejpts 
to reach the House of Commons witb- 
out being arrested, remains shut up in 
a Paris flat. He is unable to stir out 
of his retreat without being shadowed: 
Detectives lie im wait for him and 
their confreres are watching for the 
ex-officers of the Boer army at Dover, 
Folkestone, and New Haven with war- 
rants in their pockets for his arrest 
for high treason. 

The present situation therefore 
strongly suggests that Col. Lynch will 
remain indefinitely on the French side 
of the English channel. 

Col. Lynch ceclares, however, that he 
only awaits explicit instructions from 
his political friends in order to run the 
gauntlet of English detectives. He de- 
nies that he proposes to resort to dis- 
guise if he makes a third attempt to 
cross to England. 


Several lisgusted members of 
the Irish party who were in 
Paris receatly expressed ‘the 
opinion that Lynch onever_ in- 


tended to risk his liberty, ; referring 
io remzin in Paris, where he has be- 
come the hero of the anglophobas of 
the French capital. Yet the Temps 
published a communication from a 
French officer, who recently returned 
fram the Transvaal, asserting that 
Lynch’s presence in South Africa only 
embarrased che Boers, who advised 
him so leave. 

Lynch’s famous “Irish regiment,” ac- 
cording #0 this officer, consisted of 
about 100 French, German, Swedish, 
‘American and Austrian volunteers, 
who vecame known through their pe- 
culiar exploits by the title of “Horse 
Thieves.” After investigating the char- 
ges brought against the regiment Gen. 
Batha is said to have sent it into the 
Orange Free State, thus practically 
ending its so-called usefulness.

UNITED STATES JAIL BIRDS. 

A Tacoma, Wash., despatch says: 
Eleven of the inosi desperate prisoners 
in the United States penitentiary on 
McNeill’s Island, made their escap2 be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock Sunday aiier- 
noon. It was the most daring and suc- 
cessful jail break ever atiempted in 
this state, and the character of ,the 
men implicated makes it doubtful whe- 
ther they will be retaken without loss 
of life. The men at large are; W..

Mor.on, 
Nome, burglary; Frank Ainsworth, 
Nome, larceny; Mike Williams, Spok- 
ane, counterfeiter; Harry Davis, Nome;

Moriarty, 
Spokane, counterfeiter; J. P. Stewart, 
Idaho: counterfeiter; Bruce Kenwright, 
Nome, mansimughter; James Carroll, 
Alaska, murder. A hole in the brick 
wall of ceili No. 10, occupied by jcon- 
victs Snyder and Davis, reveals the 
method of escape. The wall was about 
a foot in thickness and the floor of the 
cell is of eqaul thickness, covered wiih 
concrete. A tunnel was dug at the 
junction of the wali and the floor, 
sloping outwardly until it formed a 
connection with the air chamber about 
two feet below and a foot outwardly 
from the corridor wall of ‘the cell. 
through this air chamber the prisoners 
crawled avout torty feet to where it 
opened into the boiler room, the open- 
being covered by an iron grat- 


ing 
ing. This obstacle was overcome by 
the use of saws and the prisoners had 


then only to walk out of the back 
door of the boiler room, across the 
yard and scale the board fence. A 
few yards from the prison grounds 
the dense growth of timber afforded 
temporarily a safe retreat. 

The prisoners took advantage 
the latitude allowed them during the 
dinner hour {to consummaie their 
plans. The guards, with the excep- 
tion of two who were on duty on 
the wall overlooking the corridor, 
were eating dinner in the dining 
room. A dinner gang was at work 
putiing ‘he tables im order and the 
other convicts had the privilege of 
the corridors. One by one the men 
slipped into cell No. 10 aad, crawled 
thicugh the hole unnoticed. When 
the guards came ou: and. lined the 
prisoners up for dinner, eleven were 
missing. Warden Palmer at once sent 
2 squad of guards in pursuit and 
made a tour of the island. ¢ 

The island is being guacded by boats 


and sentries.

MONTREAL. 
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WHAT THE POWERS THINE ABOUT IT. 


The statement recently made in 
the British House of Commons Sy Lord 
Cranbourne regarding the attitude of 
England toward the United States 
during the war of the latter with 
Spain was naturally received differ- 
ently by the powers affected. 

Inquires mude by the Associated 

ress ut the Austro-Hungarian lor- 
eiga office cvnfirm the essential points 
of the statements made by Lord Cran- 
torne. The dynastic relations of Aus- 
tria with Spain, the quuen regent, be- 
ing an arch duchess of Austria, led 
Austria, before the declaration of war 
between Spaic and the United. States, 
io begin a peace propaganda, which 
was carried oa not only in England, 
but throughout Europe. France was 
ready to second the florts of Austria; 
Germany and Russia maintained 
passive aititude; Great Britain was at 
first disposed to sign tha ,pnopiosed 
note, br. after a confidential mpie 
from “Vashington decline either to 
sign such a note, or to take any fur- 
ther steps. Afterwards, Austria and 
France made direct misrepresentations 
at Washington, but ceased their ef- 
farts after the dec'aration of war. 

The foreign office at Berlin denies 
that Germany desired or associated 
herself with any other government, 
(that may have jsought « (oa 
bring about European intervention in 
the Spanish-American war. The cor- 
irqspordeot = pf =the ~— ‘Associ tet 
Press communicated to the German 


officers the statement emanating 
from the British foreign . of- 
fice to the effect that Germany 


France and Russia had supported the 
Austrian ambassador at London in 
his attempt to induce Great Britain 
to sign a ccllective uote Addressed tio 
the United States, pircposing action 
by the European states in view of the 
outbreak or expected outbreak of the 
late war hetween the United States 
and Spain. 

Later the following statement was 
handed ‘o the correspoudent of the As- 
ociated “Pkess; ‘(The foreign pbfice 
deckares with all positiveness that 
Germany peither before the outbreak 
of the Spanish-Americaa war, nor dur- 
ing its course, proposed intervention 
to other powers. Neither did Germany 
support such a proposition made by any 
other power. It is true thet in, sev- 
eral instances, suggestions were made 
to the German government from an- 
other source, in the sense of interven- 
tion, but the German government 
without exception maintained a nega- 
tive attitude towards such suggestions 
and made known its negative stand- 
point whenever the occasion was jof- 
fered. It must further be remarked 
that it was not from an Austrian 
source, that such suggestion reached 
the German government.” 

The state department at Washing- 
ton will not be drawn into the con- 
troversy. Lord Craniborne’s state- 
ment is recognized as absolutely cor- 
rect, as far as itiwent, but there are 
chapters in the story which he did not 
touch upon and it is recognized as in- 
expedient to develop ail the facts, 
least animosity spring up without suf- 
ficient reason, The frank statement 
of Lord Cranborne touching Austria’s 
enrnest efforts to prevent the war 
caused no resentment it being realized 
that there were dynastic and sym- 
pithetic reasons that justified, or at 


least extenuaied the Austrian  pur- 
pose :
